The School Committee present for consideration the 
following Report of our schools for the year ending 
March Ist, 1872. 


DIVISION No. 4. 


Miss Helen A. Kidder, teacher. Length of school 4 1-4 
months; wages of teacher per month $22.00; whole 
number of scholars 23; average attendance, 16; number 
of scholars under 5 years 1, over 15 years 1. The win- 
ter term was taught in the Winslow Academy. Miss 
Kidder is an old teacher, and has sustained her former 
reputation as a first-class teacher. 


DIVESTONEINO. 2: 


The summer term was taught by Miss H. A. Johnson, 
of Lowell. Length of school 3 months; wages of teacher 
per month $22.00; whole number of scholars 8; average 
, attendance 6 1-2; number under 5 years 0; over 15 
years 1. 

Winter term taught by Miss Lucy Littlefield of Tyngs- 
borough. Length “of school 3 months; wages of teacher 
per month $28. 00; number of scholars 14; average at- 
tendance 12 ; number of scholars under 5 years 0, over 15 
years 5. 

Miss Johnson and Miss Littlefield are both old teachers 
and gave general satisfaction.

Summer term taught by Miss Georgia Babb of Duns- 
table. Length of school 3 months; wages of teacher per 
month $24.00; whole number ae scholars 14; average 
attendance 11; number under 5 years 1, over 15 yrs. 0; 


Winter term was taught by Mrs. Maria R. Vinal. 
Leneth of school 3 months; wages of teacher per month 
$28.00. Whole number of scholars 23; average atten- 
dance 21; number of scholars under 5 years ta over 195 
years 4. Miss Babb lacks the energy characterise of 
the Massachusetts teacher, but nevertheless she taught 
a very good school. 


Mrs. Vinal is a teacher of long experience. At the 
close of this term she was presented with a valuable gold 
ring by the scholars, which-we think showed the general 
feeling of the district, as ‘actions speak louder than 
words.”

The house was in such poor con- 
dition that we were unable to procure a teacher for the 
winter term. A portion of the scholars attended in Divi- 
sion No.7, and the others were paid the money and sent 
to other places. 

Miss Kidder is a very fine teacher, and gave universal 
satisfaction.

REMARKS. 


We would recommend that the selectmen grade the Winslow 
school, and if necessary put in an assistant teacher, also that the 
town do something in regard to building or repairing the schoolhouses 
of the town. We feel that we have been very successful in procuring 
teachers for the past year. With regard to the schools we would say 
that the definate object of schools, it would appear from the statutes, i 
the training and storing of the ¢ntellect. In the legal list of topics to 
be taught, it is true that good behavior stands as the final one. ‘The 
law, moreover, distinctly enjoins it upon all professional teachers’ in 
the Commonwealth, to do what in them lies for the promotion of vir- 
tuous dispositions and habits on the part of the pupils; and bodily 
health, too, is indicated as a suitable subject of special attention 
when the School Committee shall so require. But it would appear 
from the phraseology employed, that the legal purpose of a school is 
mainly the culture of the mind. Other means are presumed to be in 
use for the religous, the moral, and the physical wellbeing of children : 
their training in common science is chiefly committed to the public 
school. We are not to expect everything of a teacher; it is desirable 
he should do what he properly can to inculcate reverence for God 
and those principles of morality and religion which are common to 
all sects and consciences ; but it is not desirable that the greater part 
of his time should be so occupied, notwithstanding these principles are 
of immeasurably greater importance than a knowledge of the scien- 
ces it is his principal business to impart. It is desirable that he 
should influence his pupils to comprehend and obey the laws of bodily 
health; but it is not desirable the schoolroom should be converted 
into a gymnasium. The lungs, and the whole frame, sympathetically 
at least, may be strengthened by proper exercise in elocution. Vocal 
music too, prudently interspersed with other exercises, may conduce 
to the same end, and serve as useful relaxation, arousing the mind to 
more spirited study. 

Next to the scholars, probably the first requisite to a isoute school 
is a good teacher. Without this requisite, all other arrangements, 
however ample, must be nearly or quite valueless. Indeed a poor, 
teacher may convert the best arrangements into instrumentalities of 
harm rather than advantage. It has been said, ‘‘ As is the teacher, 
so is the school:”* but perhaps this saying does not assign sufficient 
stress to other requisites. A very good teacher may find his best 
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efforts thwarted and almost nullified by unfavorable influences. Itis 
necessary that he should be properly sustained. The materials on 
which and with which he works must be taken into account; not 
merely what is inside the schoolroom the sort of heads and hearts he has 
to manage there and the comparative convenience of the apartment it- 
self, but outside circumstances ; the help or the hindrance he meets with 
from parents and neighbors, have very much to do with his success. 
The influence at home may either co-operate or conflict with that of 
the teacher. The school is sometimes the subject of strife in the 
division. Party-feeling may occasion prejudice against the teacher. 
Local jars may. indefinately augment his task. The proper govern- 
ment of the school may be rendered difficult or impossible by paren- 
tal countenance or insubordination. The child’s respect for the 
teacher, so important to useful results, may be seriously impaired by 
injudicious faultfinding on the part of the elder people. The worst 
parents generally find the most fault. Disputes about respective 
jurisdiction sometimes’ arise. When the child is sent to the public 
school the parent commits him to the proper authority of the teacher. 
The teacher stands for the time being in the place of the parent. 
The law considers the jurisdiction of the teacher to extend, not mere- 
ly to the schoolhouse itself, and through the hours of study, but to 
the precints of the schoolhouse, to the recesses, and, in general, from 
school to home, or till the parent assumes the control he has delegated, 
A conflict of laws between parent and teacher has a most lamentable 
influence. The respect of the child for both is generally weakened. 
Time and temper are lost. The school is very seriously injured, hard- 
ly any cause of mischief is so momentous. If both parties are not 
in fault at the outset they usually become so in the end. The teacher 
should carefully avoid partiality, undue severity, neglect, injustice, or 
any unnecessary occasion of offence. The parent should exercise a 
large charity towards the teacher. The manifold cares and perplex- 
ities of the schoolroom should be duly considered. Let the parent 
put himself mentally in the teacher’s place, and inquire how he would 
like to be judged and treated in that capacity. The golden rule will 
then guide him to justice and forbearance. 

It is the duty and interest of parents and friends to do that which 
in them lies for the encouregement of the school. If you show no 
particular regard for the welfare of the school, how can you expect 
your children will think it of much importance? ‘Take notice of your 
children’s studies and standing at school. Let them see that you 
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have a care for their progress. Animate them by judicious words to 
do their duty in school as faithfully as possible. Visit the schools 
now and then, if it be in your power; and it is in your power oftener 
than you are perhaps aware. Visit it during the term as well as on 
the day of Examination. See for yourself before you condemn, and 
when all does not appear to you to be right, remember that there is 
little danger you will be too sparing in loud condemnation. Condemn 
only at proper time and in proper language, when it will be of some 
use to express your opinion discreetly. 

Both good and bad schools will be helped by proper visits from 
parents and friends of scholars. Visits should not commonly be made 
in school hours to settle difficulties between parent and teacher, nor to 
dictate or interfere, but to observe and encourage.

THE WINSLOW AND LAWRENCE FUNDS. 


As the Indentures of the Winslow and Lawrence Funds are not 
generally known, the Overseers thought it best to have them printed.’ 


‘* Know all men by these presents, that I, Daniel Lawrence, of 
Tyngsborough, in the County of Middlesex and Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, distiller, desirous of promoting the welfare and pros- 
perity of my native town, do hereby give to Ebenezer Swan, Ebene- 
zer Bancroft and Luther Butterfield, Selectmen for the town for the 
time being of said Town of Tyngsborough, One Thousand Dollars, to 
be called the Lawrence Poor Fund: 

To have and to hold to hold the same to said selectmen, and their 
successors in office forever, but upon trust only to loan to the town of 
Tyngsborough on interest at six per cent., payable annually, and to 
pay said interest yearly to the Overseers of the Poor in said town, 
to be by them appropriated as they shall deem best, to the mainten- 
ance and support of the poor in said town of Tyngsborough, and to 
assist any inhabitant or inhabitants of said town at any time hereafter 
to emigrate therefrom whom the Overseers of the Poor shall consider 
worthy of such assistance, the said Overseers to reportat each annual 
March, or April Town meeting, hereafter the specific appropriations by 
them made during the preceding year, to be acted upon by the Town 
and recorded in the Records thereof. 

' And I give said sum of One Thousand dollars in manner herein- 
before written upon the condition that it shall be forever held in the 
trust aforesaid and the interest thereof be forever paid and appropri- 
ated in the manner aforesaid. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 
first day of April in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight.

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Sarah Winslow’s Donation. 


This Indenture, made this twelfth day of November in the year 
of Our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty nine by and be- 
tween the President and Fellows of Harvard College of the first part, 
Sarah, Winslow of Tyngsborough in the County of Middlesex, Gentle- 
woman, of the second part, and the inhabitants of Tyngsborough afore- 
said of the third part Witneseth ; that the said Sarah Winslow for the 
purpose of promoting the interests of Religion and good Learning 
within the said district of Tyngsborough and for other purposes here- 
inafter expresed, hath given and granted unto the said President and 
Fellows of Harvard College the principal sum of One thousand three 
hundred and sixty-seven pounds ten shillings Lawful money of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. To the uses and for the hereinaft- 
er mentioned: ‘That is to say, the said principal sum shall be by the 
said President and Fellows kept at lawful interest secured by suffi- 
cient Mortgage or Mortgages as a distinct fund to be known and call- 
ed by the name of Mrs. Saran Winstow’s Donation ; The said inter- 
est shall be by the said President and Fellows,their officers or servant 
annually received and by them paid in manner following, viz. one half 
of the said interest shall be annually paid to the settled ordained Min- 
ister of the said district of Tyngsborough for the time being, towards 
his support ; and if there shall be no settled, ordained Minister of the 
said district, for a term not exceeding one whole year at any one time 
the said half of the said interest growing and received during such 
term shall be paid to the next succeeding settled ordained Minister 
of the said district towards his settlement; and if there shall be no 
settled, ordained Minister of the said district, for a longer term than 
one whole year at any one time and not exceeding five years, the said 
half of the said interest growing and received during such shall be by 
the said President and Fellows appropriated and applied to the sup- 
port of such students of Harvard College as shall appear to them the 
said President-and Fellows most to need and merit the same, prefer- 
ence being given to the sons of Clergymen, provided always that in 
such case one whole year’s interest so growing and received shall be 
paid to the next succeeding settled ordained Minister of the said dis- 
trict towards his settlement, and if there shall be no settled ordained 
Minister of the said district, for a longer term than five years at any 
one time, the said half of tlie said interest shall forever there after- 
wards be by the said President and Fellows appropriated and applied 
to the support of the students afore described ; The other half of the 
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said interest shall be annually paid to the Grammar School Master in 
the said district for the time being, who shall not be the Minister of 
the said District, towards his support; The said school Master to be 
nominated by the Select men of the said District, and approved of af- 
ter examination three settled, ordained Ministers in or near the said 
District, who shall have received public education. If there be no 
Grammar school Master in the said district, so nominated, examined 
and approved as afore said, for a term not exceeding one whole year 
at any one time, the said half of the said interest, growing, and receiv- 
ed during such term shall be appropriated and applied to the support 
of the students, herein before described, preference being given as 
afore said. And if there be no Grammar School Master so nominated, 
examined and approved as aforesaid for a longer term than oneayhole 
year at any one time the said half of the said interest shall forever there- 
afterwards be appropriated and applied in the manner and to the use 
herein last before mentioned; Provided that the said interest shall 
never in any case be paid to the said Minister and school Master or 
either of them except so long as the Meeting house in the said District 
shall be upheld upon the ground where it now stands, and the school- 
house as. near to the same as may be with safety and convenience, but 
on failure thereof shall be forever there afterwards appropriated and 
applied to the support of the students herein before described, prefer- 
ence being given as aforesaid ; Provided also that if there shall be no 
settled ordained Minister ofthe said District, or no Grammar School 
Master so nominated, examined and approved as aforesaid on or be- 
fore the first day of September, which shall be in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety, the afore said interest 
herein before appointed to be paid to such Minister and school Mas- 
ter respectively shall forever from and after that time, be appropriat- 
ed and applied to the support of the students herein-before described. 
Preference being given as aforesaid. Provided always and it is the 
intent and meaning of the parties to these presents, that the said Pres- 
ident and Fellows, shall and lawfully may retain out of the payments 
aforesaid, for the use of the Treasurer of said College as and for a 
compensation for his services and labors in and about the care and 
management of the said fund, a commission not exceeding the sum of. 
fifty shillings for every hundred pounds of interest money that shall be © 
received and paid as afore said, and at and after that rate any greater 
or less sum. And if the said President and Fellows, shall at any time 
refuse or neglect to appropriate and apply the said interest money to 
the support of the students herein before described, whenever by these 
presents the same is appointed to be so appropriated and applied, the 
said interest money shall be by them the said President and Fellows, 
and their successors, paid to the said SARAH WrnsLow, her executors, 
administrators and assigns upon Demand. 

And the said President and Fellows, acknowledge themselves to 
have received of the said SARAH WINSLOW, the aforesaid sum‘of one 
thousand three hundred and sixty-seven pound ten shillings, for the 
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uses and purposes before expresed, in consideration thereof and of five 
shillings paid them by the Inhabitants of the said District of Tyngs- 
borough, do hereby, for themselves and successors covenant and en- 
gage to and with the said Sarah, and the said Inhabitants, jointly and 
severally that they will keep the said principal sum at interest, secured 
by sufficient Mortgage or*Mortgages as a distinct fund to be known 
and called by name of Mrs. Saran Winstow’s Donation, that they 
will annually pay or cause ‘to be paid the one half of the said interest 
to the settled ordained Minister, of the said District, for the time be- 
ing, at all times when there shall be one entitled to receive the same 
according the appointments here in before made, upon Demand of the 
said Minister, after the same shall be received by the said President 
and Kellows ; And that they will annually pay or cause to be paid the 
other half of the said interest to the Grammar School Master, of the 
said District, for the time being, at all times when there shall be one 
so nominated, examined and approved as aforesaid and entitled to re- 
ceive the same according to the appointments herein before made, up- 
on demand of the said School Master, after the same shall be received 
by the said President aud Fellows ; excepting and retained always the 
aforesaid commission of fifty shillings, for every hundred pounds of 
interest money, that shall be by them received and paid according to 
the foregoing appointments, and at and after that rate for any greater 
or less sum. 

And the said President and Fellows, for themselves and their Suc- 
cessors, in consideration of the aforesaid sum and of other’ five shillings 
paid them by the said Saran Winsiow, do covenant and engage to and 
with the said Saran Winstow, her executors, administrators and as- 
signs, that they, the said President and Fellows, and their successors 
shall and will at all times here-after whenever and so long as there 
shall be no settled ordained Minister, of the said District of Tyngs- 


_ borough entitled, according to the appointments herein before express- 


ed, to receive the one half of the said interest money, to be received 
and paid by them the said President and Fellows, appropriate and 
apply the same to the support of the students herein before described, 
Preference being given as aforesaid ; and that they, the said President 
ape Fellows, and their successors shall and will at all times here-after, 
whenever and so long as there shall be no Grammar School Master 
nominated, examined and approved as afore-said and entitled to the 
according to the appointment herein before expresed, to receive the 
other half of the said interest money, to be received and paid by them, 
the said President and Fellows, appropriate and apply the same to 
the support of the students herein before described, preference being 
given as aforesaid. 

And the said President and Fellows, for themselves and their suc- 
cessors, do further covenant and engage to and with the said Saran 
Wins.ow, her executors, Administrators and Assigns, that at all times 
here-after whenever and so long as by reason of the settled ordained 
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Minister or no school Master within the said District, entitled accord- 
ing to the afore written appointments to receive the said interest mon- 
ey, for and during the certain times herein befure expresed, the said 
interest money, is in and by this deed appointed to be appropriated 
and applied to the support of the students afore said, if they the said 
President and Fellows, shall refuse or neglect so to appropriate and 
apply it, they will pay the said interest money, so appointed to be 
appropriated and applied, and which they shall so refuse and neglect 
to appropriate and apply, according to the said appointments, to the 
said Sarau Wrinsiow, her executors, Administrators and Assigns, and 
that all times hereafter whenever it shall so happen, that by reason of 
certain events and conditions herein before mentioned, the said inter- 
est money, or any part thereof, ought forever thereafterwards to be 
appropriated and applied to the support of the students aforesaid, 
if they shall refuse or neglect so to appropriate and apply the same 
to the support of the said students according to the said appoint- 
ments, they the said President and Fellows, shall and will pay or cause 
to be paid, the said Principal sum of such part thereof, the interest of 
which ought so to have been appropriated and applied, the said Saran 
Winstow, her Executors, Administrators, and assigns upon, demand. 

And the said President and Fellows do for themselves and their suc- 
cessors further covenant and engage to and with the said Saran WIns- 
Low that they will at all times during the life and upon the request of 
the said Saran WrxsLow render to her an account of the appropriation 
and application of the interest money aforesaid, when by this deed the 
said interest money or any part thereof, pursuant to the appointments 
therein before contained is or ought to be appropriated and applied to 
the support of the students afore described. 

Provided always and it is the true intent and meaning of the par- 
ties to these presents that nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as in any manner to render any other funds or moneys of the said Col- 
lege, that now are or hereafter may be in the care and management 
of the said President and Fellows, liable to respond for any loss or 
simulation that may arise or happen to this fund by means of the 
failure of the Debtors thereto, or of any other unforeseen and acci- 
dental cause. This Fund and the moneys thereto being managed 
and conducted with the same care and prudence with which other 
funds in the hands or under the direction of them, the said Presi- 
dent and Fellows, shall or may be managed or conducted. 

In Testimony of all which, the Reverend Joseph Willard of 
Cambride in the County of Middlesex, Doctor in Divinity and Pres- 
ident of the said College, for and in behalf of the said President 
and Fellows, hath set his name and the public seal of the said Col- 
lege, the said Sarah Winslow hath set her name and seal, and John 
Pitts and Ebenezer Bancroft, Esquires, Reuben Butterfield, Nathan- 
iel Holden and John Farwell, Gentlemen, all of Tyngsborough afore- 
said, being a committee hereunto lawfully authorized and impow- 
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ered by the Inhabitants of said Tyngsborough, have for and in be- 
half of the said inhabitants set their hands and seals to these pres- 
ents the day and year first aforesaid.

seventy pounds and of Thomas Downe’s Bond and Mortgage 
for eighty pounds. Now it is declared to be understood by 
the parties of this indenture that it shall be the duty of Sa- 
rah Winslow within named to procure a sufficient Mortgage 
to secure the payment of said sum of four hundred and fifty 
pounds and that the said President and Fellows have no need 
or occasion to claim of the said James Morrill any further or 
more ample security for the debt so due from him, but shall 
be considered as acting with due care and prudence without 
making such claim so long as the said James shall continue 
to pay the interest of said debt with punctuality. 
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
